of divine right aud holy church. Don Car- 
los is not n popular man in Spain, or in- 
deed anywhere else. 
IIu is no better ed- 


ucated or intelligent than princes generally 
are ; but he has oae quality which com- 
mends him to a certain dRisd of individu- 
als, namely, unbounded faith iu himself 
and in what he calls his cause. 
He is the 


representative of the middle age of Spain, 
ai the Count de Chambord is in France. — 
Among an ignorant peasantry both of these 
gentlemen can always count upon devoted 
bigoted supporters, 


The young Bousbon has this time,itwonld 


• seem, succeeded in raising quite a formid- 


able opposition. At the latest accounts up 
wards of filteetT thousand adherents had 
gathered .to his standard, and the insurrec- 
tion was rapidly extending.

operation of our tariff system. Mr. ISuroli- 
ard of Illinois, who was a protectionist of 
tlie same stamp as Mr. Dawes, was on the 
committee on ways and means, and after go- 
ing through all tho investigations which 
have occupied the committee so long, and 
hearing all the arguments of the monopo- 
liati, he goto up iu the House and says ex- 
plicitly: 


"Whatever of loaning I had for protection 


has heen clean swept away. The phrase 
itaolfisa misnomer; protection is not pro- 
tection but bounty ont side and spoliation 
on the other; and tho sooner we are rid of 
It the better for our prosperity and our pu- 
rity." 


He said there were over three hundred 


thousand able bodied men drawing pensions 
from the wealth of tha country through tho 
tariff laws, and ho read a schedule shoving 
the number of persons employed In each of 
tho ten protected industries In the country, 
aud the amount of "bounty" tUsy receive 
por capita, according to his theory. Ha 
held tha', tho tariff had largely diminished 
export! within the last ten years, and tbat 
the decline In shipbuilding wai due to Its 
Injurious effects. 


He maintained that tha tariff laws exacted 


fifty cants a year from oyory man, woman 
and child in the nation to support the mi- 
nors and Iron-workers of rcnuijlvanlt. 
The "bounty" paid to the paper makers of 
Now EDglmil, New York, New Jersey and 
Penniylvanla, was over $17,000,000, $10,- 
00»,000 of which, he said, was exacted as > 
contribution from other Stales. The manu- 
facturers of woollen goods secured from the 
people, he said, a "bounty" oxceedlng $50,- 
000.000 annually, of which over $20,000,000 
are collected by loveu States from the re- 
maining Stiles of tho Union, 
soils he accused of receiving $7,000,000 
from other Slates, beside what her manu- 
factures collected from her own farmori and 
producer!. The cotton "bounty h< esti- 
mated at fol,000,000, ol which he charged 
MauachuMtts with »17,000,000, and Rhode 
Island with t>7,000,000.
